The Cal State Long Beach campus and students were surprised by a light rain on Monday morning. 


light rain fell in Long Beach Monday morn- 
ing. The impacts of the atypical weather 
sprinkled across campus at Cal State Long 
Beach. 

The shuttles were packed with students who opted to 
ride, rather than walk across campus while the drizzle 
came down.

“I think 50 percent of the people that are in here 
won't be in here later.” 

The Starbucks in the campus food court had a line out 
the door in the late morning, but they may not have been 
due to the rain. Starbucks barista Crystal Celine-Perez, 18, 
said the line is always the same, regardless of the weather. 

“It gets packed around mid-morning to the afternoon,” 
Celine-Perez said. “So this isn’t abnormal.” 

Michelle Oiwake, a 26-year-old interior design major 
said she is very happy about the rain. She just returned 
from New York where it was much more humid. 

- “This is nice coming back to California and the rain,” 
Oiwake said. When asked if the rain slowed her commute 
to campus, she said she “parked really close to the shuttle 
station so it hasn’t affected me.” 

Other students on campus were less excited than 
Oiwake about the surprising rain. Senior liberal studies 
major Karen Rivera said she was 10 minutes late to class 
because of the rain.

A man received a seven-day suspension from Cal 
State Long Beach Monday and a citation for alleg- 
edly providing false identification to law enforce- 
ment, University Police Sgt. Keith Caires said.

stopped Michael Anthony Vera, who received the 
citation, and his friend David Robledo on suspi- 
cion of illegally filming near the Multicultural 
Center around 5:17 p.m., Caires said. 

Both men, non-CSULB students, did not have 
the proper credentials to film, Caires said. 

Vera said that, after speaking with Munoz fora 
few moments, he asked the corporal if he was be- 
ing detained. Upon receiving a “no” from the offi- 
cer, Vera said he got up and walked away without 
being dismissed by Munoz. 

Vera said that Munoz then stopped him, asking 
him and his friend for identification; Vera then 
provided a false name. 


He had never been involved with police before 
and had known someone in a similar situation 
who used a false name, which in that case worked 
to his advantage, Vera said. 

Munoz wanted to make sure the men were 
complying with CSULB policies regarding on- 
campus filming, Caires said. : 

Vera explained that he was gathering footage 
for his YouTube channel called “Poke Flirt.” 

The channel is a “hidden camera social experi- 
ment” in which Vera asks people on the street 
awkward questions, he said. After receiving the 
reactions, Vera compiles short clips of the funni- 
est responses.

Gargantuan new 
dinosaur uncovered 


PHILADELPHIA — It weighed as 
much as eight school buses. 

Its 37-foot neck looked like a section 
of oil pipeline. Its thigh bone alone was 
as big as a grown man. 

Say hello to “Dreadnoughtus 
schrani.” Drexel University scientists 
announced Thursday that they had 
unearthed the heaviest known dinosaur 
for which a weight can be accurately 
calculated. : 


Someone call Jenny Craig. It’s more - 


than 65 tons. 

“Astoundingly huge,” said Kenneth 
Lacovara, an associate professor of 
paleontology and geology at Drexel. 
He and his colleagues, who started dig- 
ging up the animal’s bones in 2005 in 
Argentina, determined its weight using 
an accepted formula that relies on the 
circumferences of a thigh bone and 
upper arm bone. 

One other dinosaur in the scientific 
literature — also discovered in Ar- 
gentina, in 1987, dubbed “Argentino- 
saurus” —has been estimated at well 
over 70 tons, but no upper arm bone 
(humerus) was found for that one. 

Still another contender in the same 
range was announced in May, again 
from Argentina (was there something 
in the water?), but that one has yet to 
be formally vetted by the scientific 
community. 

So for now “Dreadnoughtus,” 
described in the journal Scientific 
Reports, holds a special place. And it 
was not done growing, as evidenced 
by shoulder bones that had yet to 
fuse together, said one of Lacovara’s 
co-authors, Matthew C. Lamanna, as- 
sistant curator of vertebrate paleontol- 
ogy at Pittsburgh’s Carnegie Museum 
of Natural History. 

Kingpin or no, scientists are not 
necessarily concerned with superla- 
tives, but with what such fossils can 
tell us about how the big animals 
moved and lived. This one is likely 
to reveal a lot, said David C. Evans, 
curator of vertebrate paleontology at 
the Royal Ontario Museum in Toronto. 
Many of the biggest known dinosaurs 


are represented by just a few bones. 

This specimen was unusually 
well-preserved, with the Drexel-led 
team able to recover close to half of its 
250-odd bones. “This is a special look 
into a part of the dinosaur family tree 
that typically doesn’t get preserved,” 
said Evans, who was not involved 
with the discovery. “This is not the 
last you’ll hear about this dinosaur.” 
Lacovara named the animal after the 
dreadnought class of battleships from 
the early 20th century, so nicknamed 
because they feared nothing _ dreaded 
naught. “Dreadnoughtus schrani” was 
so big that few predators would have 
dared to attack it, Lacovara said. 

But if one of them did, the dino- 
saur could have responded with a 
smack of its muscular, 29-foot tail. 

“Tt essentially had a weaponized tail,” 
Lacovara said. The “schrani” portion 
of the name is a tribute to Philadelphia 
tech entrepreneur Adam Schran, who 
helped fund the work. The research 
paper lists an international team of 17 
authors, more than half with current or 
former ties to Drexel. They probably 
were able to find so many of the bones 
because the animal was buried rapidly 
in sediment during a flood nearly 80 
million years ago, and thus scaven- 
gers had little chance to pick it apart, 
Lacovara said. He imagines that the 
big dino sustained itself by parking 

its large body in the forest for hours at 
a time, gorging on tens of thousands 
of calories’ worth of leaves and plant 
matter. 

Among modern animals, blue 
whales are even bigger, at up to 200 
tons. But nothing on land today ap- 
proaches “Dreadnoughtus” and others 
in the same dinosaur group, known 
as titanosaurs. Scientists are not sure 
why. One possibility is that after most 
dinosaurs went extinct 65 million 
years ago, their remaining cousins, the 
birds, found themselves increasingly 
in competition with rising numbers 
of mammals, said P. Martin Sander, 
professor of vertebrate paleontology at 
the University of Bonn in Germany, 


In any era, being big poses special 
challenges. Among other issues, larger 
living things have a higher volume 
relative to their amount of surface area. 
This is why ice melts more rapidly 
when you break it into little chunks: 
More surface area is exposed to the 
warm, surrounding air. So a giant ani- 
mal burning all those calories would 
need a way to dissipate the extra heat. 
Scientists think the titanosaurs did so 
in part with long necks and tails. 

Another boost may have come from 
the presence of air cavities in vertebrae 
and ribs, said Sander, who was not part 
of the “Dreadnoughtus” team. If these 
cavities and pores were part of a com- 
plex internal respiratory system, they 
could have helped get rid of excess 
warmth. Indeed, this “pneumatic” trait 
can be seen inside one of “Dread- 
noughtus’ “ giant neck bones that 
has partly eroded, said the Carnegie 
Museum’s Lamanna. “It looks like a 
sponge,” he said. 

Lacovara found the first few bones 
in Argentina’s southern Patagonia 


. region in February 2005. He and col- 


leagues came back year after year, a 
total of four expeditions, digging up 
the bones and encasing them in plaster 
“jackets.” They came to Philadelphia 
in 2009 via shipping container; the fos- 
sil preparation and cleaning work was 
then split among Drexel, the Carnegie 
Museum and the Academy of Natural 
Sciences, which later became part of 
Drexel. 

The bones are owned by Santa 
Cruz province in Argentina and are 
headed to a museum there next year. 
But their likenesses will remain here, 
as Lacovara’s team has made 3-D 
laser scans of all the bones. Engineers 
already are using the scans to model 
the animal’s muscles and cartilage, and 
plan to calculate such characteristics as 
its stride length and speed. Meanwhile, 
Lacovara plans a return early next year 
to Argentina, where, he hopes, more 
big bones await.

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The quest to defeat Ebola needs immediate attention - 


around it. 

Since December of this year, approximately 2,100 
people have died out of the nearly 4 thousand people who have 
become infected with Ebola in Guinea, Liberia, Sierra 
Leone, Nigeria and Senegal, according to Reuters. 
There is serious cause for alarm: the World Health 
Organization (W.H.O.) estimates that almost 10 
times that amount of people will be infected before 
it is brought under control. In order to contain the 
potentially disastrous consequences of this disease 
spreading beyond Africa, the global community of 
healthcare workers must urgently respond to this 
epidemic. 

The symptoms of Ebola constitute a perfect storm 
of destruction on the body: they include a high fever, 
body aches, weakness, and by the terminal stages of the disease, 
the patient is spewing bodily fluids such as blood and vomit. 
After becoming infected, the chances of surviving are worse 
than flipping a coin. Most outbreaks in the history of the virus, 
including the current outbreak, have seen a mortality rate of 50 
percent or higher. 

Additionally, Ebola is easily transmittable; the National 
Institute of Health (NIH) estimates, based on past outbreaks, 
that the spread rate of Ebola is 95 percent, meaning 95 percent 
of people who come in contact with it fall ill. The disease is not 
airborne; rather, it is transmitted through bodily fluids. 

In the NIH’s study of how to effectively combat Ebola, the 
researchers found that “[In the past two outbreaks], the time to 
intervention was identified as a key parameter for the control of 
the epidemic size.” Contrarily, the study found that interventions 
at the hospital, such as types of treatment, as well as post- 
mortem interventions were not found to be as effective, meaning 
that disinfecting the bodies of the deceased and in-hospital 
procedures did not reduce the rate of transmission as efficiently 
as quarantining diseased individuals as soon as possible: “...when 
the transmission at [a] hospital decreases by 50% at least after 
interventions, the rapid hospitalization of cases after the onset of 
symptoms may reduce the size of the epidemic.”

We need all hands on deck to combat 


Ebola, and unfortunately, it looks like it’s 
going to be a long ride. 


Due to the high volume of infected people and the range 
of countries in which they are located, it will be difficult to 
quarantine all of those that contract the disease within a 
reasonable time frame. However, quarantining dramatically 
reduces the proliferation of the disease; thus, the international 
community must direct available resources towards locating and 
quarantining carriers of the disease- which also includes Ebola- 
infected dead animals. 


Simply put, we need a global response to contain this epidemic. 


We need the world to unite and crusade against the terrifying 
disease, but we also need resources. 

The amount of human and technological assets available to 
combat the disease in West Africa is severely lacking, especially 
when given the substantial amount of medical attention required 
to care for each infected person. According to an article in 
National Geographic, it takes 200 to 250 health care providers 
to care for 80 Ebola patients at one center. Additional people are 
needed to drive patients to medical centers, to bury the dead, and 
to seek out contacts of sick people to help contain the disease. 


Obama says that the U.S. Military will also be getting involved. 


The U.S. Agency for International Development has already paid 
more than $21 million for health equipment, food, training, and 
emergency supplies in West Africa.

W.H.O. officials recently estimated that it would cost $600 
million to fight Ebola, and Obama said the U.S. is committing 
$250 million by sending military with care units, disinfectants, 
labs, and protective equipment. This will cover the infected areas 

with labs that can house dozens of infected people. However, 

time will tell whether this response will be enough. 
So, is there a cure for Ebola? 


Ebola’s epidemiology is not well developed, and the most 
experimentation we have done with the disease was in 1989 
with Ebola-Reston Virus, a strain that only infects monkeys 
and is not harmful for humans. Multiple companies have 
collaborated to find a cure for other strains of the disease in 
humans, and a cure is needed now more than ever before. 

ZMapp, from Mapp Biopharmeceuticals, is an experimental 
drug that fights the disease by building up the artificial 

immune response, and it has shown promising results when 
tested on monkeys. After providing the drug to monkeys, their 
symptoms disappeared, but many died. According to Mapp 
Biopharmaceutical, 43% of macaques ill with the virus survived. 
These, according to medical professionals, were the best results of 
any drug ever tried to cure Ebola. 

In the same study, James Pettitt of Science Translation 
Medicine of Sciencemag.com said of the experimental vaccine 
in a publication for Mapp: “They say prevention is better than 
a cure, but sometimes, immediate action isn’t possible ... In 
patients, neither preventative nor therapeutic options are 
currently available, but recent studies have shown that a cocktail 
of monoclonal antibodies may help ...” ae: 

Two other serums, derived from infected blood, are in the 
works but currently undergoing testing, according to an article in 
the New York Times. By the end of the year, it is possible that 10 
thousand doses could be available. By the time a cure is approved, 
the infection rate will have been drastically amplified. 

While many governmental sectors and organizations are doing 
the best they can, we need to continue mobilizing world health 
aides to combat the proliferation of this horrifying disease. We 
need all hands on deck to combat Ebola, and unfortunately, it 
looks like it’s going to be a long ride.

With political savvy and a little 
change in the Russian Constitution, he 
has remained in power for nearly 15 
years with no sign of leaving. 

He has stirred up the Russian 
people with propaganda, depicting the 
western threat and spread the belief 
that America’s one and true goal is the 
utter and total submission of Mother 
Russia. 

But why should you care about a 
conflict half way around the world? 
Why should we care about a country 
that half of us can’t even point to on 
a map? 

The international community has a 
vested interest in this conflict because

lives, wounded at least 5,956, and 
displaced more than 260,000 people. 
Also, Ukraine is surrounded by

(Though this is severely unlikely, 
nobody wants to end the world.) 

Perhaps we should also care be- 
cause of our promise to Ukraine. And 
now, in a time where we can hardly 
believe in our leaders, where doubt 
and the partisan divide split our coun- 
try into fragments and our blunders in 
war taint our reputation, we should we 
keep our promises.

own series this winter, “Agent Carter.” 
The series is set in the ‘40s, and this 
period piece will see Peggy Carter as 
a spy in the early days of superheroes. 
“Agent Carter” will run as a limited 
series during the mid-season break of 
Shia Usd UD 

Also hitting screens in late 2014, the 
PlayStation Network will be debuting 
“Powers” as its first original program- 


ming. The series comes from Marvel 
comic book writer Brian Michael Ben- 
dis. It will center on a group of police 
detectives who specialize in working 
cases involving people with superpow- 
ers. With the changing vehicles of con- 
tent delivery, this is a bold step from a 
new network to plant its flag. 

Netflix is also working with Marvel 
to bring four new series to their screens 
in 2015.

At the start of the new indie come- 
dy-drama “Frank,” directed by Lenny 
Abrahamson, we meet Jon (Domhnall 
Gleeson) a young amateur musician 
who wanders through the beach and 
streets actively searching for a spark of 
inspiration to fuel a song. 

While Frank is fictional, it is loosely 
based on the late English musician 
Chris Sievey’s comic persona Frank

Sidebottom. 

Jon Ronson, who co-wrote the film, 
was a bandmate in Sidebottom’s band 
The Freshies. An acknowledgment is 
made during the credits to Sidebottom 
reading, “Whose outsider spirit and big 
fat head inspired this film.” 

In the film, Frank (Michael Fass- 
bender) — wearing a large papier- 
mache head — is the frontman for the 
band Soronprfb. In the film the band 
name was never pronounced correctly. 

Jon falls into the band when he in- 
forms Don (Scoot McNairy), the band’s 


manager, that he plays the keyboard. 

It is during this gig that we are in- 
troduced to Clara (Maggie Gyllenhaal) 
—the cold and intense musician respon- 
sible for playing the theremin. Gyllen- 
haal does well in coming across as the 
bandmate that while being a bit hostile 
can hold everyone together. 

“Frank” presents a story that is in- 
teresting and situations that are relat- 
able. Jon a young guy with real goals, 
but at the same time has to keep a regu- 
lar job. We see him struggle to find his 
place in the band during their time in 
Ireland. The audience will be rooting

for him to reach stardom from start to 
finish. 

The band’s music is bizarre at first, 
but Jon’s original songs that are in- 
spired by everyday life and his inabil- 
ity to write a hit compliment the film. 
Tracks like “Lady in the Red Coat” and 
“Little Boxes,” provide a soundtrack 
that is often paired with Jon’s evening 
walks home. 

Soronprfbs’s odd sound uses a va- 
riety of different instruments. The 
bands sound is jarring, but as the film 
progresses, Frank hopes to write more 
“likable” songs. 


The song “I Love You All” under- 
lines the strong bond between the band 
members, showcasing the importance 
of music throughout the film. 

Gleeson and Gyllenhaal deliver 
convincing performances as awkward 
characters. Characters that separately 
come across as outcasts, but together 
form a nice and somewhat explosive 
union. 

Fassbender is generally known to 
take on heavier roles in dark films, 
but does well portraying the lighter 
character of Frank. Actors commonly 
rely on their face to get their charac- 
ter’s emotions to come alive onscreen. 
Fassbender, however, while donning 
a large papier-mache head for most 
of the film still manages to connect 
with the audience and does not appear 
flat. He actively uses his entire body, 
which making Frank a well rounded 
character. 

“Frank” succeeds in telling a lively 
story of an odd band with an unpro- 
nounceable name that doesn’t make the 
least bit of sense. 

In the end their bond blurs those im- 
perfections. This film is much like the 
character Frank: strange, a bit compli- 
cated, but all together endearing and a 
definite must see. 

“Frank” is currently in limited re- 
lease and is now playing at The Land- 
mark and Arclight Hollywood. It is also 
available on VOD and iTunes.

Coming off one of the most impressive seasons 
in 49er tennis history, coach Jenny Hilt-Costello’s 
squad is ready to get back into action for the fall 
season, starting with the UNLV Tournament Sept. 
19, 

“T like throwing them into a tournament quickly 
so that we know exactly where we are and what we 
need to work on in practice,” Hilt-Costello said. 

The 49ers ended the season last year with a 21-3 
record, tying for second best in school history, and 
upset No. 21 Tulsa opening round of the NCAA 
Tournament. 

“The Tulsa match was a big deal for us,” senior 
Karolina Rozenberg said. “They were No. 21 in 
the country, which is kind of high.” 

Ebba Unden, a 49er originally from Stockholm, 
Sweden, came through a tight tiebreaker in the 
third set to clinch the win for Long Beach State. 

The LBSU tennis team will welcome two 
more international players this year: Alexan- 
dra Jones and Ella Monsey. Both from Britain, 
the incoming freshmen prospects continue a 
trend of an internationally diverse ‘Niner tennis 
team. Players from all over the world, includ- 


_ing France, England, Russia and Sweden now 


call themselves the Long Beach 49ers on Hilt- 
Costello’s crew. 

The team added to its list of accolades when it 
won its fourth straight Big West Championship 
with a 4-2 victory over UC Irvine last year. The 
team, which also included Maeva Razakasoa, 
Laura Eales, Julie Gerard and Hayley Thomp-

son, had a 12-match winning streak coming into 
the second round of the NCAA Tournament, be- 
fore eventually falling to 11th ranked Stanford. 

With a season that begins during the second 
week of fall classes and ends during finals week in 
May, Hilt-Costell said it’s crucial to take a breath- 
er over summer. 

“Tt’s important after a long season to take some 
time off and spend time with family,” Hilt-Costel- 
lo said. “But getting back now in the fall working 
toward our first tournament...we are in condition- 
ing and doing individual hits. The fall for us is re- 
ally a development.” 

The team is picking up where it left off last year 
in practice—fine-tuning both its physicality and
